Jht  "Papers  Concerning  the  Treatment  of  Na- 
tionals in  Germany,"  published  by  the  Briti.sh 
Government,  have  now  come  to  hand,  and  afford 
a  record  of  sadism  perhaps  unparalleled  in  hu- 
man expertenee,  at  leaat  outside  Russia.  A  sum- 
mary of  the.se  papcri  was  published  as  received 
by  cable.  It  threw  a  lurid  light  on  the  aav^gery 
o|f  the  OenAan  ofBela!  mind,  on  Ita  aeeming  de- 
light in  pain  and  punishment,  on  its  disregard  of 
t^uman  life  and  on  torture  of  a  character  almost 
vinbelievable  In  this  stage  of  the  mar^»-of  civi- 
lization. The  most  moving  of  the  papers  pub- 
lished l.s  the/^jtttment  of  a  former  prisoner  at 
the  Concentration  Camp  at  Buchenwald,  the 
name  that  above  all  others  "strides  terror  In 
people's  heart.v  "  It  is  a  new  City  of  Sorrow, 
"ringed  round  witii  barbed-wire  fences,  guarded 
by  8.8.  detachments  and  machine  guns." 

The  writer  was  one  of  2.000  prisoners  trans- 
ported to  Buchenwald.  They  were  met  at 
WeUnar,  on  their  way  from  Berlin,  by  M.  Roedl, 
superintendent  of  the  camp  and  told:  ''Among 
you  are  .some  who  have  already  been  In  gaol. 
What  you  tasted  there  Is  nothing  to  what  you're 
going  to  get  here.  You're  coming  inside  a  con- ,  victoria 

centratlon  camp,  and  that  means  you're  coming  Nanalmo   

Into  hell.  Any  attempt  at  opposing  tlie  authority  J^J,]^^^!]^' 
of  BS.  Guards  and  yoitH  be  shot  out  of  hand. '  prince  o^rge 
We've  only  got  two  kinds  of  punishment  In  thi.'^ 
camp,  the  lash  and  Uif!  death  penalty. '  J'he 
writer  then  tells  how  each  prisoner  entered  the 
camp  by  "running  the  gauntlet"  between  two 
row,s  of  guards,  and  receiving  kicks  and  blow5.

exports  to  ien  XurcpfU).  Mistral 
nations.  S 

Apparently  the  notice  to*  Britain 
that  ttie  United  States  was  reserv- 
mg  Its  full  rights  under  interna- 
tional lav  to  gemilnely  neutral  trade 
was  given  when  the  export  oboddHS 
plan  was  discussed,  but  Welles  did 
not  make  clear  in  what  way  it 
applied,  or  what  eventualities  it 
might  cover. 

It  was  learned  the  British  Em- 
bassy and  the  State  Department 
discussed  the  proposed  new  export 
checking  system  some  days  ago. 

In  response  to  questions.  Welles 
told  reporters  that  th<>  jirojected 
commercial  passport  system  did  not 
appe&r  to  Interfere  at  present  with 
the  ^  United  Statee  rtghta  as  a 
neutral. 

If  American  exporters  have  com- 
plaints against  the  system,  Welles 
said,  these  will  be  considered  indi- 
vidually by  the  department.
